A statistical report on squirrel 
hunting in Washington Township, 
compiled

the 
Washington 
Township Conservation Club un­ 
der the direction of its leader, 
Ralph Neptune, and released by 
Conservation Officer C. E. Webb, 
Wednesday, showed that 61 squir­ 
rels were killed in the township 
this season. 
Twenty-one members of the 60 
families contacted were squirrel 
hunters, conservation club mem­ 
bers found. 
Eighty-six squirrels 
were seen during the season and 
six were hit but not killed. 
Nearly three times as many 
squirrels were seen in the morn­ 
ing than in the afternoon and eve­ 
ning, according to the report, and 
more than twice as many were 
killed during the morning than 
during the afternoon and evening. 
The average number of squir­ 
rels killed 1 by hunters was 2.9, 
and the average time spent hunt­ 
ing was 4.6 hours. 
Figures for 
other townships in the county 
would probably be less than those 
of Washington Township, Conser­ 
vation Officer Webb pointed out, 
since Washington Township is one 
of the best in the county for 
squirrels.

EN. 
MAXIME 
WEYGAND 
moves 
strangely. 
He seems to be playing 
some kind of Ione hand. 
He is anti- 
German and 
even more strongly 
anti- 
Italian. 
His advice to the French to sur­ 
render to Hitler was given only because he 
thought he saw that Britain would soon be 
overwhelmed, and he wanted to save 
France further destruction. 
But he is 
strongly anti-British, too, and anti-Vichy 
as well. 
What is Weygand for, then, among all 
these antis? 
He is for a rather amazing 
reversion to the past. He is a monarchist, 
and would like, it is said, to see the Due 
De Guise set upon the throne of France^ 
Success of this plan seems doubtful, 
with so many forces lined up against it. 
But if it could succeed, it might work. 
France functioned badly, of late years, 
under her republican forms. 
Chaos of po­ 
litical forces brought inaction at the criti­ 
cal moment when action and a unified 
stand were needed. 
Perhaps the strong 
central government of a limited monarchy 
might give stability to the disorganized na­ 
tion, and the parliamentary limitation of a 
monarchy in the modern manner might 
hold 
in 
check 
any 
tendency towards 
totalitarianism. 
It is an interesting speculation. 
But 
any possible benefit for France would be 
greatly enhanced and given an impetus out 
of the realm of fancy into that of probable 
fact by the union of Weygand (and what­ 
ever forces he has been able to rally) with 
De Gaulle and his Empire of Free French­ 
men. 
Working 
alone 
for monarchy, 
Weygand 
merely 
breaks 'France 
into 
three fragments, no one able to win out 
against the other two, or more importantly, 
against 
Germany. 
Working 
with 
De 
Gaulle are but two opposing forces, not 
too far apart in their basic ideals to get 
together before long into one. 
That one 
could become strong enough to mean much 
for the future of a Free France. 
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COMMISSION MUST TIGHTEN UP 
W 
ASHINGTON — Last week Bernard 
Baruch, silver-haired head of the 
World War Industries Board of 1917-18, 
attended a meeting of the National De­ 
fense Commission of 1940 and gave a lit­ 
tle talk on its work. 
In a fatherly way, 
he read his listeners a pointed lecture on 
the key weakness of the defense machin­ 
ery. 
Insiders long have known that tins 
weakness was a too wide diffusion of au­ 
thority and lack of coordination in ad­ 
ministration. 
“You have done a good job,” Baruch 
said, “and deserve the thanks of the 
country. 
But bluntly, gentlemen, it still 
is far short of what has to be done. 
The 
simple fact is that neither present produc­ 
tion nor plans for future output are meet­ 
ing our defense needs and the require­ 
ments of the British. 
“You must remember that the Axis is 
organizing the whole economic might of 
Europe and Russia for a final conquering 
blow. 
What we do this winter to prepare 
for that onslaught will decide the fate of 
Britain and our country next spring. 
It is 
a lot later and the situation far more des­ 
perate than you may realize. 
“The people of the country are behind 
you and they want more to be done. They 
want the United States to arm to the hilt 
and to give the utmost material aid to Bri­ 
tain. 
There is no question about that. 
And you must never forget that the 


I United States today is the only country in 
the world that has an industrial system 
capable of producing simultaneously both 
for defense and consumer needs. 
“The 
defense 
program, 
if 
wisely 
planned and efficiently directed, not only 
can save democracy from the totalitarian 
aggressors but also from the internal ene­ 
mies of depression and unemployment. 
But that can’t be done at the leisurely pace 
we are now going.” 
Penetrating as it was, Baruch’s talk 
missed the target iii one major respect. 
The one man, above all others, who should 
have heard it was not present. 
He is the President of the United 
States, who has the responsibility and the 
power to act.

• Is it safe for a woman over 40 
to have her first baby? 
About 80 per cent of mothers of 
first babies are between 15 and 35 
years of age. Most of these are 
between 20 and 25 years of age. 
Only about 2 per cent of first 
babies are born when the mothers 
are over 35, and only I per cent 
when they are over 40. N aturally, 
the risk is greater over 40—the 
bones of the pelvis and the tissues 
are more solid and less resilient.

“ Muscle Bound” 
W hat is meant by the term 
“muscle bound”? 
In popular phraseology, this 
applies to a heavy-set, heavy­ 
muscled man who has teen work­ 
ing or exercising so much that he 
cannot respond by quick or clever 
movements when in competitive 
contests such as boxing or wres­ 
tling. It is not a scientific term 
and there is no good scientific ex­ 
planation for the condition. When 
a muscle is used a great deal it 
tends to become shorter and hence 
to produce a strong pull on weak­ 
er sets of opposing muscles, caus­ 
ing, in certain cases, some de­ 
formity. 
Is regular dream ing every night 
of any significance? 


From the standpoint of physical 
disease, no. It indicates an active 
mental and imaginative life in the 
waking hours. Most dreaming is 
done by persons between 20 and 
25 years of age, and dreams in­ 
crease with the variety and ac­ 
tivity of the individual’s mental 
life. 
Investigations by the psy­ 
chology departm ents in colleges 
and universities show that around 
examination time or commence­ 
ment time, when intellectual proc­ 
esses are stirred up, students 
dream more often and more than 
once a night. Dreams do not really 
disturb rest very much because a 
dream seldom lasts more than ten 
minutes. 
The after-effects of a 
dream on the imagination, how­ 
ever, may cause depression and a 
feeling akin to fatigue.
